BELL ORDERS BROAD

WTO ALL UTILITIES 


Asks Clayton to Delve 
Into Relations With 
North American. 


WIDENS-AID’S SCOPE 
TO INCLUDE MERGER 


Big Development Is Expected 
When Public Hearing Is 
Held Wednesday. 


The next big development in 
Washington’s public utility situation 
will be the public hearing Wednes- 
day in the boardroom of the Dis- 
trict building on the proposed street 
car merger. With William McK. 
Clayton officially installed yester- 
day as temporary counsel for the 
public utilities commission, atten- 
tion turned toward the hearing. 

It freely was predicted the nature 
of the hearing will have been com- 
pletely changed by the events of 
the last 48 hours. Whereas, it was 
arranged as a more or.less aca- 
demic discussion of the advisability 
of a merger and a canvass of pos- 
sible steps to bring the street car 
companies into line to agree on 
terms likely to meet approval of 
the commission and of Congress, it 
now seems certain, officials said, 
that the public discussion largely 
will turn on the relations of the 
two principal street car companies 
and the Washington Rapid Transit 
Co. to the North American Co., for 
which, it is said, securities of the 
various companies involved have 
been purchased. 

A large number of divergent in- 
terests have been invited to send 
representatives. The invitations of 
the commission have gone to all 
public utilities, all citizens’ associa- 
tions, all civic bodies, including the 
Commerce and the 
Washington Board of Trade, and all 
persons on the regular mailing list 
of the commission, meaning those 
who have requested, from time to 
time, to be notified of public hear- 
ings. 

Invitation to Public. 
In addition, the invitation is 
made general to the public, thus 
insuring that all persons interested 
in the utilities situation will be on 
hand. 

Clayton, who is chairman of the 
public utilities committee of the 
Federation of Citizens associations, 
and who is responsible for the 
present situation, having raised the 
point that the securities of local 
utility concerns were bought by a 
foreign holding corporation with- 
out sanction of Congress, as re- 
quired by law, will be there, not 
merely as a public-spirited citizen, 
but in his new official status. 

His prospective participation in 
the hearing took on a greater sig- 
nificance yesterday, when, calling 
on the commissioners at 11 a. m., 
he was asked by Lieut. Col. J. 
Franklin Bell, chairman of the pub- 
lic utilities commission, to direct 
his attention,

Warfare in 3-County Area

Marion, Ill., Oct. 28 (By A. P.). 
The Birger and Shelton gangs, en- 
gaged in a flerce blood feud for 
domination of the southern Illinois 
coal belt liquor business, remained 
on their arms tonight, with citizens 
of Franklin, Williamson and Saline 
counties fearful of a new outbreak. 

The latest flare-up came early to- 
day, when fifteen alleged Sheltonites 
riddled with bullets a deserted 
roadhouse 8 miles north of here, 
formerly operated by Birgerites, 
and burned it to the ground. 

The first action taken by officials 
in any ‘of the three counties was 
that of Sheriff Henry Dorris and 
State’s Attorney R. C. Martin, of 
Franklin county, who went to the 
roadhouse operated by Sheltonites 
near West City and told them they 
must leave the county at once. The 
gangsters complied, leaving in the 
direction of the Williamson county 
line to the south. 


Birger Remains Defiant. 


Charles Birger, leader of one of 
the factions, - remained defiant and 
reiterated that his men were out to 
‘‘get’’ the Sheltonites. 

Carl Shelton, leader of the oppos- 
ing faction, insisted to newspaper 
reporters in East St. Louis, how- 
ever, that he had not been in the 
trouble zone for several weeks and 
denied that any of his men were re- 


men. He said his brother Earl had 
been ill in East St. Louis for the 
last three weeks and that the third 
and youngest brother, Bernie, was 
ill at Hot Springs, Ark. He said he 
would leave tonight for Hot Springs 
to pass a few days with his brother. 


Birger Hangout Attacked. 


West Frankfort, Ill., Oct. 28 (By 
A. P.).—The smouldering feud be- 
tween the Birger and Shelton gangs 
of Williamson county flared up 
again early today when a band of 
some fifteen men attacked ‘‘Shaw’s 
Garden,’’ a roadhouse frequented 
by Birger men, riddled four dilapi- 
dated frame buildings with ma- 
chine-gun fire and, finding no one 
to fight back, burned them to the 
ground. 

The resort is miles south of 
here’and 8 miles north of Marion. 
It is generally believed to be owned 
by Charles Birger, gang leader. 

Mr. and Mrs. Louis A. French, 
who live in a brick cottage about 
100 yards from the roadhouse 
group, said the raiders came from 
the woods behind the resort and 
departed the same way, having no 
automobiles. 

The resort is about 6 miles 
across country from the reported 
stronghold of the Shelton brothers 
and their gang near Benton. 

Awakened by Firing. 

‘“‘We were awakened by the noise 
of the machine guns and ran to a 
window,’’ Mrs. French related. ‘‘The 
main building was in flames then, 
and the gang had surrounded the 
building nearest,us and was shoot- 
ing into it. I counted 15 men in 
the crowd and I believe more than 
300 shots were fired. 

“They stopped shooting long 
enough to shout ‘come out, come 
out!’ Nobody came and a couple 
of them pushed in the door. When 
they ran out again the building 
was burning.”’ 

Outbuildings not burned were 
perforated by gunfire. Steel jack- 
eted bullets wrecked a lighting 
plant in one of the buildings. 


The roadhouse had not been 
operated since it was the object of 
a machine gun attack about two 
weeks ago.

REPUBLICAN MARGIN 
OF 250,000 IS SEEN 


Fisher, for Governor, Likely 
to Have a Majority Even 
Greater Than That.

Philadelphia, Oct. 28.——Pennsyl- 
vania on Tuesday will create a 


major political problem, the influ- 
ences and ramifications of which 


are likely to endure through the 
presidential campaign of 1928. 

Representative William S. Vare, 
victor in the Republican primary 
fight, which involved the use of 
more than $2,000,000 in behalf of 
the three candidates, will be sent to 
the United States Senate by a ma- 
jority variously estimated . but 
which probably will be more than 
250,000. 

The boss of Philadelphia’s well- 
oiled political machine will thereby 
achieve the ambition of a lifetime 
and may or may not be allowed to 
have the fruits of his triumph. That 
problem is one for the United 
States Senate and the Republican 
party to face. 


Machine Can Deliver Vote. 


Vare will win because he is the 
boss of a machine which can de- 
liver its vote in any given direction 
and for any designated candidate. 
His power in this city is great 
enough to do this, and because of 
this fact the enemies within his 
party; who fought him in‘the pri- 
mary, have for the most part capit- 
ulated. No Pennsylvania Repub- 
lican wants the enmity of a man 
who can deliver a 256,060-vote ma- 
jority. 

Public memory is sak: but it 
is hard to forget the sort of ammu- 
nition that Senators George Whar- 
ton Pepper and David A. Reed used 
against Vare in the primary. One 
need only recall that Andrew W. 
Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury, 
made his first speech of a strictly 
political character for Pepper and 
against Vare, and that Joseph H. 
Grundy threw the weight of his 
political machine into the battle 
against the Philadelphia boss, in 
order to bring back to mind the 
black picture of Vare that was 
painted at that time. 

Today the Mellon and Grundy 
forces are working for Vare’s elec- 
tion. Senator Reed has actively 
and repeatedly urged the voters’of 
the State to send to the Senate the 
man he denounced with bitter. in- 
vective a few short'months ago. 

Why? Because these men want 
Vare to deliver for them in the fu- 
ture as he delivered for himself thig 
year. 

Attacked by Democrats. 


The way in which the Republi- 
can leaders have chosen to bring 
the lion and the lamb together has 
not been neglected by the Demo- 
crats. They have made daily use 
of the contrasting statements made 
before and after the primary, but 
they have not ruffled the Vare ma- 
chine in the least, and as long as it 
functions William B. Wilson, Sec- 
retary of Labor under President 
Wilson, only ‘“‘thinks he is running 
for the Senate,’’ as some cynic has 
previously remarked. 

The fact that Republican organs, 
such as the Public Ledger here, 
have openly counseled their reaé 
ers not to support Vare at the bal- 
lot box will not prevent “‘the boys’’ 
in doing right by Bill. ‘They are 
used to newspaper antagonism. 
Vare has seldom had any editorial 
support, but now he has been swal- 
lowed by the majority of the Re- 
publican papers just as he was by 
the party leaders.

Valuable Documents Secured. 


At the time the British troops 
marched upon Washington in the 
War of 1812 virtually all papers 
and documents of the then young 
republic were hurried across the 
Potomac to Leesburg. 

Fearing, however, that. a squad- 
ron of British cavalry might be sent 
to that town, the papers several 
days later were carried to the Mon- 
roe homestead and placed in the old 
family vault. Here they were kept 
for nearly two weeks, and during 
that time Oak Hill practically be- 
came the capitol of the United 
States. 

The President’s trip in part car- 
ried him over the newly built Lee 
highway known in civil war days as 
the Little River turnpike and the 
scene of many sharp encounters be- 
tween Mosby’s men and detach- 
ments guarding Union supply trains 
for Northern troops opposing Jack- 
son in the Shenandoah valley.

ded across the deck, strftking Firgt 
Mate Adams. It. broke his leg. 

“It looked as if everyone was go- 
ing down with the ship. Luckily 
the pilot boat ran along side at that 
moment and lines were lowered 
from the perilously sloping side of 
the Louisiana from which the 25 
members of the crew“and their pas- 
sengers were lowered. 

“Before all the,members of the 
crew had gone down to the tug, 
flames were leaping 50 feet in the 
air. The sulphuric acid had taken 
fire and there was a series of ex- 
plosions which shook the ship from 
stem to stern. 

“Hardly had we left the ship 
when it took a new list and we saw 
water pour over the rails. Before 
we had gotten out of sight, she 
slowly wallowed over on the port 
side and suddenly went under.”’ 

First Mate C. F. Adams, of the 
Louisiana, suffered a fractured an- 
kle and bruises. Other  pas- 
sengers and members of the crews 
of the two ships were safe with the 
exception of the one man, believed 
to be Charles Cooten, of New Or- 
leans, who dived into the water. 
Airplanes and tugboats which 
sought him during the day had not 
found him late today. 

An inquiry will be held tomorrow.

Shepherd Wins Will 
Fight in High Court 


Springfield, [ll., Oct. 28 (By A. 
P.).— Validity of probating the 
will of William Nelson McClintock 
bequeathing most of his $1,000,000 
estate to his foster father, William 
D. Shepherd, Chicago attorney, was 
upheld by the Illinois supreme 
court today. 

It was the second victory for 
Shepherd. Last year he was tried 
on the charge of having dictated 
the will of his ward, and of caus- 
ing his death eight months later by 
inoculation with typhoid germs.

Total for 9 Months $4,200,- 
000 Above That in Same

DIVIDEND IS DECLARED 


New York, Oct. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Total income of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation for the third 
quarter of the year amounted to 
$10,585,064, bringing the earnings 
for the nine months up to $34,- 
654,135, compared with $28,445,- 
606 for the corresponding period 
of 1925. 

In contrast with the ‘reports of 
other large companies, Bethlehem 
failed to make as good a showing, 
as in the second quarter, when its 
income totaled $12,096,033. The 
earnings, however, were still far 
above those of the third quarter 
last year, when the return on the 
common stock was only > 56 cents 
a share. For the nine months, 
the earnings were equal to $5.93 
per ghare against $3.53 in the cor- 
responding period of 1925. 

In announcing that orders on 
hand at the end of September were 
valued at $44,553,571, compared 
with $50,010,117 at the close of 
the preceding quarter, President E. 
G. Grace explained yoy with the 
growth of the policy of 
immediate consumption, it was 
quite evident that the unfilled 
orders were becoming less impor- 
tant as a barometer for conditions 
in the industry. 

“There was a large and steady 
demand for most lines of products 
throughout the third quarter, with 
no accumulation of stocks,’’ Mr. 
Grace said. ‘‘The buying of sea- 
sonal products such as rails and 
railroad supplies, while negligible 
during the third quarter has been 
substantial during October and 
with a good demand continuing for 
other products, the value of orders 
on hand has been steadily increas- 
ing since the first of the month.”’

A year ago Swanson was instrumen- 
tal in the conviction of the robbers 
who held up the Paxton postoffice 
and escaped with a small loot. 

“‘Blackie,’’ mentioned by the as- 
Sailants, was one of the four who 
had held up the clerk in May, 1925, 
and whom Swanson identified at the 
trial which resulted in conviction 
and sentence to Federal prison. 

Swanson, as on the previous occa- 
sion, was alone shortly after mid- 
night when two men entered the 
lobby, and called to him to “let 
us in.”’ 

“Come in yourself,’’ replied Swan- 
son, who was armed. 

The intruders smashed the glass 
in the workroom door and the clerk 
began to shoot. The pair opened fire 
on Swanson and in the exchange, 
one bullet struck the clerk above 
the heart, but was deflected by a 
rib. Swanson, who is expected to 
recover, thinks he wounded one of 
the pair.

After more than 40 years of 
army service, Maj. Gen. Bell re- 
fused to accept retirement in the 
strict sense of the word when, 
under army regulations, he left the 
service at the age of 64 years.

H. Duncan, clerk of the _ circuit 
court of Arlington county, yester- 
day, and, aecording to Gloth, it is 
expected a. final decision will. be 
handed down by the court not later 
than November 15.

'In almost a dozen instances the 
ward leaders promised te give Bill 
a greater majority than was given 
President Coolidge two years ago. 
j In Vare’s home ward the total vote 
in 1924 was only 10,702 and the 
President obtained a majority of 
9,000. Vare has been promised 
12,115 majority in this same terri- 
tory next week, a contingency that 
increased registration figures make 
possible. 

The existing state of facts in 
Philadelphia would make Vare's 
election certain even if upstate Re- 
publicans gave him only lukewarm 
support. He won in the primary, al- 
though he carried only two coun- 
ties, Philadelphia and Dauphin; the 
former gave him better than’ 200,- 
000 majority then and the latter, 
seat of the State government, 
5,000. In no other county of the 
State did Vare obtain a plurality. 


Will Do Better in Election. 


In the election Vare will do bet- 
ter than this. He will run up a 
heavy vote in centers of popula- 
tion, carry Pittsburgh and Alle- 
gheny counties, which he lost in 
the primary, but probably run be- 
hind John 8S. Fisher, Grundy man, 
who is the Republican candidate 
for the governorship. | 

The prohibition issue has become 
strangely obscured and involved 
since the primary. Vare ran as 
an out and out ‘‘wet.”” His own 
candidate for governor was beaten 
and he finds himself campaigning 
for office in conjunction with 
Fisher, a reputed “‘dry.’’ In con- 
sequence Vare and Fisher have 
had little to say on prohibition. 
The tariff and the Coolidge admin- 
istration have been their by-wofrds. 
Vare will, however, still obtain the 
‘“‘wet’’ vote in the senatorial race. 


Democrats Also Mixed. 


An equally strange prohibition 
paradox applies to the Democratic 
slate. Wilson is a ‘“‘dry’’ and has 
the indorsement of the Antisaloon 
league. Judge Eugene S. Bonni- 
well, candidate for gubernatorial 
honors, is a ‘‘wet.’”” On one occa- 
sion Wilson and Bonniwell, speak- 
ing from the same platform, stated 
their opposite positions on prohi- 
bition to the same audience. Since 
then they have campaigned sep- 
arately, but with no recession from 
their divergent views. 

One result of this situation, of 
course, is that those Pennsylvanians 
who regard prohibition, from one 
side or the other as a paramount 
issue, will be called upon to split 
their ticket, regardless of the-result 
which they may wish to obtain. 

Pennsylvania has already begun 
to puzzle over the major conse- 
quences of Vare’s election. That 
there will be a fight to unseat him 
appears certain. Senator George 
H. Norris, at present stumping the 
State for Wilson, and other mem- 
bers of the Senate have promised 
that and will launch the struggle, 
at least. 


Who Would Succeed Him, 


One of the future’s problems is, 
therefore, who will be named to 
succeed Vare. he other, the 
struggle for control of the State 
political machinery that is almost 
certain to be made this winter at 
Harrisburg. 

Fisher, who seems certain to be 
the governor of the State by the 
time the question of Vare’s succes- 
sor arises, if at all, has of course, 
given no indication of what he will 
do. It may be said with some cer- 
tainty that if he is given the op- 
portunity he will not name a Vare 
man. 
man throughout his public career, 
and is not likely to desert his po- 
litical creator at such a time. 

The struggle for State control, 
which from a local standpoint is 
likely to prove the most important 
of all, 
legislature meets, between the 
forces of Vare, Mellou and Grundy. 
Vare, with his demonstrated hold 
over Philadelphia, will demand all 
and more than he thinks he can get 
in the way of State power. 


Others to Oppose Him. 


Mellon and Grundy forces, working 
either jointly or separately. 

The Meilon macu.uec in s’ennsyl- 
vania is comparatively new. It owes 
its power to the position of Andrew 
Mellon and the Mellon millions, so 
has not quite established itself, but 
as the repreventative of the financi- 
al interests of the State can not be 
overlooked. 

The Grundy machine, the political 
arm of the manufacturers of the 
State, is of more ancient vintage. 
It has always been militant and will 
fight to keep the position which it 
now enjoys. 

The encounter between’ these 
three clements will do much toward 
making the State’s political future 
and determine whether Vare will 
some day sit in the place occupied 
in the past by Quay and Penrose.

Assailant Says Virginia Youth 
: Made Remarks About 
His Wife. 


STRUCK DOWN WITH GUN 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Fredericksburg, Va., Oct. 28.— 
Arthur Decatur, 18, was killed late 
yesterday when shot in the back 
with a shotgun by Lee Randall after 
being knocked down with a blow on 
the head with the gun. The shoot- 
ing, which took place near Wide- 
water, Stafford county, was wit- 
nessed by the victim’s father and 
three brothers, who were standing 
in front of their home close to the 
scene. 

Randall was arrested an hour 
later by county officers who found 
him at his father’s home, three- 
quarters of a mile away, and is in 
jail here. 

The two had been together dur- 
ing the day. They had been con- 
versing in the road, after which 
they separated. Each went to his 
home. Randall returned to the 
road a few minutes later with a 
gun. Witnesses say _he called to 
Decatur, who went out to meet him. 
After a few minutes’ conversation 
Randall, it is charged, struck Deca- 
tur over the head with the gun, 
knocking him to the ground, 
and then fired on the prostrate 
youth, two shots taking effect in the 
back. 

Randall is 35 years old and has 
a wife and two children. He de- 
clares Decatur was armed with a 
knife and made a lunge at him 
when he remonstrated with him for 
alleged remarks concerning his 
wife. He said he struck Decatur 
with the barrel of the gun, which 
accidentally discharged. He de- 
clared he did not know Decatur had 
been killed until so informed by 
officers who arrested him.

Rare Ben Franklin included in his versatile 
accomplishments a mastery of the art of ad- 
vertising. He foresaw that advertising would 
work wonders in facilitating business and com- 
merce. He used the art in diplomacy, to the 
great advantage of the United States. If he 
were now living he would be a leader in the 
art. é 

One of Franklin’s contemporaries, Voltaire, 
was equally adept in advertising. Voltaire, 
lost no opportunity to make known the extent 
and excellence of his wares; and his skill in 
advertising gained for him a world audience. 

Every one who has a message to deliver 
pr a product to seil is his own chief enemy if 
he does not advertise. No one stands waiting 
to slay him or his goods, but on the contrary’ 
every one gives room to him if he brings truth 
in his hands. Let him make sure, first, that 
his message is true or that his goods are

PROPOSED PAN-AMERICAN FLIGHT. 


Preparations are progressing for the pro- 
posed Pan-American flight of five amphibian 
planes, starting from San Antonio December 
15, heading for Panama and the Pacific, later 
crossing South America from Chile to Argen- 
tina, thence up the Atlantic coast to the United 
States. If accomplished, it will be a flight of 
18,600 miles. 

The purpose of this flight is to strengthen the 
amicable relations already existing among the 
American republics, to demonstrate the possi- 
bilities of a@rial travel between the widely sep- 
arated countries, and to subject the planes to a 
severe test. Several stops will be made for 
observations. 

It is quite possible that one object in view 
is a demonstration of the aerial possibilities 
and power of the United States in preserving 
the comity between this country and the Cen- 
tral and South American republics, resting 
upon the Momroe doctrine. Modern invention 
and science offer new supports for the Monroe 
doctrine in the shape of swiftly moving air- 
planes prepared to augment American naval 
power, which, if necessary, can make the 
Monroe doctrine visible. . 

Airplanes will serve to unite the Americas 
more closely than ever, and make more effec- 
tive the application of the doctrine that has 
saved the American republics from disaster, 
and insured popular government therein. 


Is GERMANY DUMPING? 


In response to appeals from American steel 
manufacturers a German-American commis- 
sion was appointed to investigate alleged cut- 
Ling by-German steel manufacturers of prices 
on their exports to the United States, thereby 
incurring the penalties of the antidumping 
act. 

It is reported from Berlin that the commis- 
sion finds the agreement between the German 
steel mills and manufacturers of steel.goods, 
in which it was charged that the steel mills 
granted a bonus on steel for export, does not 
include rails, gas pipe, water pipe, sheet iron, 
pig iron or other products enumerated by the 
United States Treasury, and on which it was 
proposed to impose a countervailing duty equal 
to the alleged bonus. For smaller purchases, 
the commission finds that exporters carry a 
sort of insurance on export prices, in case they 
prove to be lower than the American domestic 
prices. 

The order for a countervailing duty was sus- 
pended by the Treasury Department until a 
commission should ascertain the facts. There 
appears to be some difference between the 
American and German members of the com- 
mission as to just what the facts are. It is

HALLOWEEN. 


Since this year the last day of October falls 
on Sunday, tomorrow night will mark, so far 
as can be ascertained, the 1,185th celebration 
of Halloween, or, in ecclesiastical phraseology, 
the vigil of All Saints’ day. In the early days of 
Christianity it was the custom to solemnize the 
anniversary of a martyr’s death at the place of 
martyrdom. In the fourth century, however, 
dioceses began to join in a common feast, and, 
as the number of martyrs increased and it was

tion to each, a common day was appointed for 
all. As early as 411 A. D. there is record of the 
celebration of such an anniversary on the Fri- 
day after Easter.

The modern celebration of this night, how- 
ever, seems to be more pagan than Christian 
in its antecedents. In Scotland, particularly, it

To burn their nits and pou their stocks, 
An’ haud their Halloween. 

The universal custom of ‘“‘burning their nits”’ 
or lightiug bonfires, points to the former gen- 
eral custom of lighting sacred fires at certain 
seasons of the year. On this night demons 
and elves and fairies were supposed to have 
been unusually close to the earth, and divina- 
tion was beliéved to be particularly efficacious. 
The principal object of curiosity in consulting 
the future was to see who would be the future 
life partner. Festive nights of a similar sort 
were celebrated also by the Germanie and 
Celtic nations.

Originally in the United States Halloween 
was celebrated as a harvest and sociable festi- 
val.

THE CAMBRIDGESHIRE. 


The Cambridgeshire, the second of the great 
back-end handicaps decided at Newmarket, has 
resulted, like its predecessor, the Cesarewitch, 


‘ in the victory of a 50-to-1 outsider. Myra Gray,

forest products laboratory this great loss can 
be reduced 50 per cent.

election was so generally indorsed 
that protracted hearings were held 
by a subcommittee of the commit- 
tee on the District of Columbia of 
the House of Representatives and, 


‘on April 12, 1926, the bill was re- 


ported to the House with the rec- 
“do pass.”’ 

Inasmuch as the coming session 
of Congress will be short, Mrs. Ban- 
nerman urges immediate action to 
stimulate interest in Congress for 
passage of the Gasque bill, or sim- 
ilar legislation.

Roumanian Anthem Is Heard 
in Halls of Parliament 
at Ottawa. 


OFFICIALS ARE PRESENT 


Ottawa, Oct. 28 (By A. P.).— 
The halls of parliament echoed to 
the unfamiliar strain of the Rou- 
manian anthem in welcome today 
to the first queen that trod Canada’s 
hall of fame. Queen Marie of Rou- 
mania, her son, Prince Nicolas, and 


daughter, Princess Ileana, were 
ushered into the parliament build- 
ings late this afternoon by the gov- 
ernor general and Lady Willingdon. 

It was one of the most impres- 
sive scenes witnessed in the new 
house. The great building, desert- 
ed for months, was filled with a 
fashionable throng. The royal and 
vice regal party were welcomed by 
the speaker of the house, Rodolphe 
Lemieux; the acting prime minister, 
J. A. Robb, in the absence of Pre- 
mier Mackenzie King, now in Eng- 
land; Hugh Guthrie, leader of the 
opposition, and several members of 
the cabinet. 

After a brief and informal recep- 
tion under the vaulted arches of the 
main hall, the royal visitors strolled 

hrough the building. 

Later they took tea with the 
Speaker and Mrs. Lemieux in the 
speaker chambers, where several 
hundred persons from Ottawa and 
elsewhere were presented to the 
queen. 

Marie was taken for the usual 
whirlwind inspection of the capital 
and historic buildings, finding much 
io freshen her memories of her Eng- 
lish birth and family. At the 
Archives building she laughed when 
a portrait of Queen Victoria was 
chown her and described as her 
mother. ‘‘Oh, no,’”’ she said. ‘‘That

The 
quarters in one of the Government 
hotels at the corner of North Cap- 
itol and D streets northwest, is 
composed of only a few small rooms 
which barely are adequate for the 
equipage of the guard. 

Mr. Shaw points out that many 
of the small towns on the outskirts 
of Washington are provided with 
armories, whereas the Capital is 
without one. The national guard 
has taken up its present quarters 
after being compelled to move from 
barely adequate quarters adjoining 
Convention hall, owing to the sale 
of the property.

$200,000 FIRE DESTROYS 
AELEE, VA., BRICK PLANT 


100 Men Thrown Out of Work 
Until Steel Kiln Is 
Constructed. 


BREEZE FANS THE FLAMES 


A fire which raged for four 
hours in the plant of the West 
Brothers Brick Co., at Relee, Ar- 
lington County, Va., early yesterday 
morning, virtually destroyed all 


equipment of the company, causing 
damage estimated at $250,000 to 
buildings and machinery. 

The loss was covered by insur- 
ance, officials of the company said, 
and the plant, one of the largest of 
its kind in the country, will be re- 
constructed in steel. 

The blaze was discovered about 
1:30 o’clock in the machine shop by 
a member of the night shift of kiln 
workers, who immediately _tele- 
phoned the Washington fire depart- 
ment and volunteer companies of 
neighboring towns. The fire had ad- 
vanced so far when help arrived 
a half hour later when help arrived 
largely confined to preventing the 
spread of the flames. 

The departments which respond- 
ed to the alarm included District 
company No. 13, and _ volunteer 
companies of Ballston, Cherrydale, 
Clarendon, Potomac and East Ar- 
lington. Water was pumped from 
the nearby reservoir of the Capitol 
Refining Co. The firemen were 
hindered by a breeze which fanned 
the flames into greater activity. The 
reflection in the sky was visible for 
miles. 

A short circuited electric wire is 
thought to have started the fire. 
The machinery destroyed included 
two brick pressers capable of turn- 
ing out 175,000 bricks daily, and 
a electrical equipment. Brick ovens 
were crumbled by the heat, sand 
cars twisted and machinery pat- 
terns demolished. Approximately 
100 men will be temporarily thrown 
out of work.
